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Books read and loved become 

henceforth a more abiding part of 
a person than the food that goes into 
his mouth; because the bodily tissues 
are renewed every seven years, while 
the once-loved book may preserve 
over decades its power to charm, and 
whether it is outgrown or not, a book 
that has moved a reader leaves its 
effect permanently : he can only reach 
forward into new intellectual realms 
out of his own self-created mental 
background. 

The Christmas season has become 
the festival of friendship and domes- 
tic love. We celebrate it by sending 
gifts to those who are particularly 
dear to us; and who has not 
acknowledged a token by expressing 
thanks for the gift “and the thought- 
fulness that inspired it"? We all 
know the gifts we value most: they 
are those intimate presents, chosen 
personally with loving hands—the 
little thing that only our friend knew 
we had long and vainly desired, the 
little indulgence we had long coveted. 

The giving of books has increased 
in favor for the obvious reasons of 
the enduring pleasure they confer as 
compared with candy and flowers, 
because they will not break in the 
mails, or clutter up a mantel shelf 
pointlessly as many trinkets do. But 
the chief virtue of the book as a 
Christmas gift has been generally 
overlooked; and the donor who soul- 
lessly requests a bookseller to send 
his friend “the latest good novel” is 
violating the Christmas spirit because 
the selection is not personal, and no 
care is taken to fit the friend’s needs 
as one would in buying him gloves, 
though the fittine of a book to a mind 
is the more delicate matter: that 
careless donor might almost as well 
send a $2 bill. 

Friendship implies common  inter- 
ests and tastes; and the chief virtue 
of the book as a gift is to increase 
the common mental stock between 
friends. Personal association is often 
imperfect, in spite of the best will on 
both sides, through shyness in speak- 
ing of things nearest the heart. 
Giving a copy of a book long treas- 
ured means presenting the friend with 
some real part of one's heart and 
mind: for people who read the same 
books grow soon to understand one 
another, and by thoughtfully building 
up a mutual mental past find com- 
munion closer in the present, and 
the prospects of satisfying intimacy 
in the future incalculably brighter. 

Quite apart from the jov of know- 
ing one is exploring his friend, and 
sharing one of his enthusiasms, bv 
perusing a favorite book of his, there 
is the intensely practical consideration 
of consciously cementing the ties of 
affection that it is the especial 
function of the Christmas festival to

HE year 1893 stands out in Can- 

adian literature because in it the 
four chief members of the “Group of 
'61" published each his most repre- 
sentative volume—Roberts, “‘Songs of 
the Common Day”; Carman, “Low 
Tide on Grand Pré": Lampman, 
“Lyrics of Earth"; and Scott, “The 
Magic House.” The year 1926 greatly 
exceeds 1893 in significance because 
in it a remarkable proportion of 
Canada’s most talented senior poets 
are bringing out complete or definitive 
editions—the full harvest of the life 
work of each—and this concentrated 
display of genius coincides with the 
first great achievement of the younger 
generation of poets, and with the 
publication of two notable anthologies 
compiled in response to the unprece- 
dented interest in Canadian poetry. 
The list heading this article contains 
a minority of the volumes of Can- 
adian verse published during the year; 
and it is unfortunate that as thor- 
oughly nice a selection as Mrs. 
Sheard’s “Candle Flame” should be 
met with competition that must leave 
it in the main an unregarded trifle. 
Slighter offerings, like Theodore 
Goodridge Roberts’ “The Lost Ship- 
mate” (Rverson)—the best work he 
has ever done—must be omitted from 
as brief a summary as this. 

Of the seniors, we have to deal 
with the work of Lampman, Scott, 
Drummond and Roberts. ‘Lyrics of 
Earth,” ably edited by Scott aided by 
40 vears’ knowledge of the poet and 
his work, is the definitive and best 
edition of Lampman, the one that will 
carry his fame down to later genera- 
tions; and so wisely and skilfully has 
this delicate task been accomplished 
that a new, and much finer, Lampman 
rises from the pages than was known 
to earlier readers of his “Poems” of 
1900. Scott’s definitive edition of his 
own work for the first time makes 
available to the wider public that has 
never really known him the body of 
that choice poetry that has already 
made him of Canadian poets one of 
the most admired by critics here and 
abroad. Both books immediately take 
their places as lasting contributions 
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to literature.  Drummond's work, 
appearing in a one-volume edition for 
the first time since his death 20 years 
ago, reminds us of the quietly secure 
place he occupies as interpreter of 
the habitant. Roberts has started 
writing again, and some of his shorter 
and lighter lyrics are exquisite. Since 
his book is not published, we have 
secured one of the longer poems for 
this issue. 

The intermediate group is repre- 
sented by MacInnes and Pickthall, 
the junior by Pratt, MacDonald and 
Lloyd Roberts. “Roundabout Rhymes” 
is a pleasing anti-climax to the 
“Complete Poems” (Ryerson) of 
1923: in an inexpensive, paper- 
covered book of medium size Mac- 
Innes has republished his most 
popular and characteristic verses. 
Marjorie Pickthall’s “Complete 
Poems,” now in preparation, will be 
another item for the permanent 
catalogue of Canadian literature. Two 
interesting, vigorous, narrative poems 
form the contents of "Titans," 
Pratt’s new book, which, like Lloyd 
Roberts’, has not yet arrived from 
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THE JAYLOR 
An illustration from “A Cabinet of

the London publishers. The latter 
contains the best of Mr. Roberts’ 
work done since “England Overseas” 
(1914). MacDonald's "Out of the 
Wilderness" is firmly established as 
the literary sensation of the year; 
and my six weeks' old prophecy that 
it would be the most popular Can- 
adian verse since “Songs of a 
Sourdough” is being fulfilled. 

Widespread enthusiasm for the 
Canadian literary movement made 
this an auspicious occasion for the 
issue of Garvin’s enlarged and revised 
“Canadian Poets,” the best of our 
anthologies, and one of the best- 
selling books of the year. A different 
phase of the same sentiment has led 
the British Columbia government to 
adopt A. M. Stephen’s well chosen 
little anthology for compulsory read- 
ing in the public schools. 

While there cannot be next year a 
duplication of the splendid valedic- 
tories from the senior poets that have 
gone so far to make 1926 the wonder 
year of Canadian literature, one 
should remember that no mention has 
been made here of the current 100 
volumes of native prose, of which 30 
are in varying degrees notable; and 
that because of the steady annual 
increase in the number of prose 
works, and the rapid improvement in 
their quality—both in thought and 
style—there is every reason to sup- 
pose that 1927 will continue the 
steady march forward that has 
characterized Canadian literature for 


some years past. 
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The Supreme Gift 
Rudyard Kipling

CONTEMPORARY criticism, for 

some extraordinary reason, is 
ever loath to concede to any living 
man the “supreme gift”. Looking 
back to the utter lack of appreciation 
accorded to Keats and Shelley in their 
day, for instance, one can scarcely 
forbear scorn for those who, given 
the opportunity to acclaim genius, 
were apparently blind to it. But is 
it blindness? Or is it, rather, envy, 
hatred, malice and all uncharitable- 
ness? Or just stupidity? 

In opening this short discussion of 
the works of Kipling with this liter- 
ary conundrum I do not infer that he 
has lacked the appreciation of the 
reading public for, on the contrary, 
he has enjoyed a wonderful popular- 
ity. But, contemporary criticism has 
utterly failed to accord him to my 
satisfaction at least, his true place in 
the world of letters. Once more has 
it been found wanting? 

The most obvious feature of Kip- 
ling’s contributions to literature is the 
scope of his art. Dealing first with 
his full length books: "Kim", “The 
Light that Failed”, “Captains Cour- 
ageous", “Stalky and Co.”, “The 
Jungle Books” and “Puck of Pook’s 
Hill” and its sequel, the question may

be fairly asked: has any other author 
dead or living produced their equal 
in dissimilarity of conception coupled 
with general excellence? I do not 
think so. 

But Kipling originally sprang to 
favor as a short story writer, and his 
mastery of its difficult technique is 
still to me a matter of wonderment. 
Here, again, the scope of his inspira- 
tion—the dozens upon dozens of dif- 
ferent settings—leaves one amazed: 
whilst his economy in words to pro- 
duce the desired effects is something 
more recent short story writers might 
well study to advantage. With Kip- 
ling it was not a case of dragging it 
out to derive material reward at so 
much a word, but with how few 
strokes the gem might be cut and 
polished. And literary gems they are. 

To deny Kipling poetic recognition 
is again unjust, for he has given us 
too many examples of his inspira- 
tion under that head—ranging from 
humourous verse to noble imagery— 
to be lightly considered as a poet. To 
my view, however, his practical busy 
brain';could not be satisfied to sur- 
render itself unequivocally to the sub- 
conscious condition essential to the 
production of absolute poetry. The 


“urge was there. The quality of mind. 


But the day was all too short. 

So much for Kipling’s versatality. 

Genius has an attribute peculiar to 
itself, viz, the uncanny acquisition of 
general knowledge. Reading Shakes- 
peare, over and over again one asks 
oneself “how did he know that?” For 
it does not appear reasonable that any 
one human being could know sv 
much! Exactly the same question 
arises in reading -Kipling: dialects 
Scotch, Irish, Cockney, Yorkshire or 
the Newfoundland banks are all easy 
to him. Genius knows, because it 
knows, dialects, customs, and, above 
all, the heart of man. ~“ 

To know the heart of man! In this 
phrase, to my view, is centered the 
very soul of genius as reflected in 
literature. Poetic technical perfection, 
melody, prose word-painting, wit, 
style, all the embellishments in fact, 
may be possessed by those falling 
short of the "supreme gift". But 
Kipling possesses these, and a know- 
ledge of the heart of man second only 
to Shakespeare himself. 

I regard Kipling as not only the 
most interesting literary character of 
our day, but an outstanding creator 
in the history of his art for all time. 
To him was given the quality to en- 
dure—the genius of the “supreme 
gift."

A Feast 


"A Cabinet of Characters" edited by 
Gwendolen Murphy; Oxford University

SOME books are to be bolted; this. 
is not, for it is full of meat, 
juice and flavor. It has seventy 
authors, with an editor thrown in, 
and its subject is human nature—a. 
royal feast for many an evening. 

The “character” is a form of liter- 
ature better known to the scholar 
than to the general reader of to-day,. 
for the best “characters” were writ- 
ten nearly three hundred years ago, 
and have since lain buried in the dust 
of old libraries, or of musty brains. 
The loss has been ours, for many of 
these thumb-nail sketches of human 
types are master-pieces in miniature. 
But at last they have been rescued, 
and we are much beholden to the ten 
years’ labor which has gone to the 
making of this collection. The intro- 
Cuction is a learned essay on the de- 
velopment of the “character” and its 
relation ‘to other literary forms — a 
sort of polite, but honest, “grace be- 
fore meat.” 

Then come the toothsome morsels, 
dozens of them, beginning with 
Theophrastus’ picture of a flatterer 
and ending with John  Galsworthy's 
man of facts, written more than two 
thousand years afterwards. The great- 
est quantity, and the finest quality, 
come from seventeenth century pens. 
How neatly their masters dressed 
forth their observations and tied up 
their thoughts! It is refreshing to 
read of “A fayre and happy Milke- 
mayd” whose “breathe is her owne.” 
And how modern is the “Gull” of 
three centuries ago who “filled vp his 
unperfect speech with othes!” Or 
“A. scholar in the University” whose 
“purse like the Sea is governed by 


the Moone, for he has his severall 
ebbes and tides!” Many a man to- 
day laments with Wye Saltonstall, 


though he never heard of him, that

tion in which even the love of God 
might become a compelling influence, 
his visions and their resultant poems

Some Portraits and Opinions

T IS always an interesting thing to 
watch the development of a man’s 
mind, and in presenting these essays, 
some of them written in comparative 
youth, and others on a background of 
riper years, Sir Henry Newbolt has 
been well advised in making по 
change in their matter or style. The 
green conceptions have much to offer, 
and often can instruct our gray hairs. 
Looking back over the first group 
of essays written some twenty-five 
years ago, one can realize the pass- 
age of those years. So much water 
has run under the bridges since the 
eventful August of 1914, and so much 
has been changed thereby, that they 
leave us with a faint sense of un- 
familiarity. But it is both pleasant 
and profitable to go back, even though 
some of the landmarks of that coun- 
try are almost forgotten, for you mix 
with a-gay and gallant company. 
There: is the vivid and colorful per- 
sonality of Sir John Froissart, wan- 
derer, and somewhat scurvy knave at 
best, who ushers in the story of the 
long lost Meliador or Wenceslas, a 
book whose destiny he had touched 
Or there is John 
Inglesant, less well-known in our day ; 
or the picture of that stout man, Wil- 
liam Camden, firm friend and faithful 
champion of Queen Elizabeth. In 
sketches such as these one feels the 
atmosphere of old times borne in by 
the affectionate regard of the author. 
There is wit here, humor without 
sting, and an apt and graceful char- 
acterization, whether it is dealing in 
kindly wide-eyed understanding with 
that stubborn unyielding old sea dog 
who made The Revenge the most not- 
ed of all ships, or touching with 
rapier flashes of ironic humor the 
newest findings of some Baconian en- 
thusiast, or discoursing pleasantly of 
the Utopian fancies that men have 
dreamed for men. 
There is about these earlier essays 
a wide and buoyant enthusiasm that 
marks their years. They are the rep- 
resentation of the work of a man in 
the first full blush of his mature pow- 
ers, but before years have tempered

phrases, memorable and quotable lines, 
and a deft and sure understanding of 
the power of words. 

If the later group loses some of 
these qualities, it gains as well in 
something urbane and kindly, the per- 
fect reflection of a scholarly mind. 
They are soberer and more ordered 
both in their subject and their man- 


ner. They are more wholly given 
over to the field of poetry. Yet the 
range is broad enough, from Alice 


Meynell to Shakespeare and the “In- 
goldsby Legends”. Scholarly is the 
word for them, not with any sug- 
gestion of pedantry, but to differ- 
entiate from a certain Menchenesque 
ribaldry of word and thought that too 
often characterizes modern writing of 
the type. 

One fancies that Sir Henry New- 
bolt would be the last to claim for 
these essays any profound and far- 
reaching importance; any assumption 
that they added materially to the 
world’s knowledge on the subjects 
treated. They represent the critical 
opinions of a cultured and well in- 
formed man addressed to a wide 
audience. whom he would interest in 
the things that interest him. If that 
aim is correctly guessed, it is mani- 
festly achieved. Perhaps the best 
thing that can be said is that these 
essays send you back to the thing he 
writes about with a revived and eager 
enthusiasm, and a new interest and 
insight. What better can be said of 
any book? 


Insight and Candor

N OST books on sex fall into. two 

classes. They are either pre- 
posterous attempts to prove that the 
sex urge is a manifestation of the 
devil and somehow sinful and dis- 
honorable, or exhaustive inquiries 
into the subject by specialists in 
human behaviour. Into the first class 
may be placed a whole literature of 
the “What Every Young Man Ought 
to Know” type, and into the second 
the works of Havelock Ellis and a 
number of others. 

Somewhere between these two falls 
“The Doctor Looks at Love апа 
Life.” by Dr. Joseph Collins, who 
has won distinction in recent years 
by analyzing with provocative insight 
and candor modern fiction and biog- 
raphy through the eyes of a practical 
neurologist. In his latest book sex and 
the sex urge are discussed sanely and 
with a commendable absence of the 
self-consciousness of the moralist out 
to save the young of the land. He 
realizes their powerful and elemental 
character, and with a directness and 
simplicity that are both wholesome 
and illuminating, he writes of their 
various phases. What he says is set 
down in a scientific spirit, but warmed 
by a kindly understanding of the 
inner problems of the individual. He 
recognizes that the greatest dangers 
in sex are due merely to ignorance. 
His way out is to tell the truth, and 
the only dubious proposal I can find 
is the old one to teach sex by illus- 
trations from botany, which, as 
somebody pointed out long ago, suc- 
ceeds more often than not merely in 
making botany indecent. 

After examining the sex urge, and 
such questions as marital incompati- 
bility and homosexuality, Dr. Collins 
considers “adult-infantilism.” Here I 
find him more engaging.  Adult- 
infantilism is first approached as it 
exhibits itself in a nation, the nation, 


that Americans are intellectually a 
nation of adult infants because they 
are emotionally infantile. This con- 
dition, he says, “is our chief deficiency 
as a people; it is responsible for more 
social maladjustment, more family 
discord, and more intellectual vag- 
rancy than any disease, derangement 


or other disharmony of mind or 
body.” 

In an individual, it is perfectly 
seen in the late William Jennings 


Bryan, to Dr. Collins the incompar- 
able horrible example. Of Bryan he 
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says: “He exerted a more pernicious 
influence upon this country than any 
man of his time.” That will be 
counted treason in Tennessee, but is 
it far from the truth? 

The author’s method and manner 
are at their best, perhaps, in the 
chapters on “Do Characters in 
Fiction Behave Like Human Beings?” 
He reveals an astonishingly wide 
acquaintance with modern fiction and 
what he says of the characters that 
are found in it is of the utmost 
interest. More than a score of novel- 
ists are brought under scrutiny. from 
A. S. M. Hutchinson and Arnold 
Bennett to Ben. Hecht and Ellen 
Glasgow. And it is of the latter's 
"Romantic Comedians," scarcelv off 
the presses, that he says: “It is the 
best example of consistent behavior 
that I have encountered in modern 
fiction. Of the general trend: Dr. 
Collins observes: 

A great effort is being made by 
novelists to give us the real thing, and 
where a few fail in minor details, the 


general trend of modern novels is one 
that is real and human. 


And such a verdict 
justifiable one.

Splendid Sea Stories 


“Tea From China” by Frederick Wil- 
liam Wallace; Musson, Toronto; 326 
pages; $2.

HE perfume of romance hangs 
about this title. “Tea from 
China"—in the days of clipper ships, 
long voyages and a hundred hazards 
of the sea—meant much -nore than 
the safe transfer of a cargo of that 
polite beverage. In the initial story 
of Mr. Wallace's new collection, it 
means adventure pressed down and 
running over in delightful trickles. An 
old lady tells the tale, a dear old lady 
in a lace cap, and the contrast be- 
tween her quietly knitting fingers and 
the tale she tells gives an effect of 
heightened vividness, like a glimpse 
of battle seen through the narrow 
window of a quiet room. 

All the way from China—one hun- 
dred and ten days from Foo-Chow 
to London—Captain Warren Ellis’ 
young bride drove his ship the “Sea 
Wind”, with her husband ill and 
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mindless in his cabin and his first 
mate in irons down below. “When 


you can do the things I can do—" 
her husband had said, "I'll go second 
in command". Fate took up the chal- 
lenge for her—and her own fine cour- 
age brought her through. 

All the stories in the collection are 
not upon a level with "Tea  irom 
China" but they are all good sea-tales 





with the smack of genuine human 
quality to widen their appeal. They 
are written in various moods. “Out 


for Business”, for instance, is an ex- 
ample of excellent humor, setting 
forth the dangers of shanghating a 
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live-wire insurance agent and pitch- 
forking him into the select company 
of a sea-hardened “outward-bounder”’. 
Of a humorous quality, too, is "Run- 
ning a Cargo” with the sympathy of 
the reader thoroughly enlisted against 
revenue officers and all their cutters. 
"Dory-Mates", on the other hand, is 
pure drama—a fascinating varn of 
revenge which, carried to the ex- 
treme, sees itself reborn into some- 
thing very different. The picture of 
the two lovers of Elsie Conover adrift 
with only the jar of (presumably) 
poisoned water between them and a 
horrible death from thirst is some- 
thing to remember with appreciative 
thrills. “The Timber Stower” is a 
longer story—at least it seems longer 
perhaps because its plot is тоге 
strained, its style less easy and its 
people less real—There is a “once 
aboard the lugger" atmosphere which 
is less like Mr. Wallace and more like 
all those other “action” stories of 
"punch and go" which our magazines 
find so popular. 


Not Strictly Fresh 


“Far End” by May Sinclair; Macmil- 
lan, Toronto; 210 pages; $2.

T SOMETIMES happens that a 
writer whose work earlv in his 
career has reached a high level, may, 
when a later book is compared with 
an earlier, suffer from such compari- 





son. This is the case with May 
Sinclair and her latest novel, ‘Far 
End.” If this book were by a new 


writer the critic would probably say: 
“Good. The author makes at least 
two characters live, the dialogue is 
the talk of real people—sometimes 
clever and often dull—and the scenes 
follow in a natural sequence. The 
writer will do better work." 

In this case, however, the author 
has done such superlative work and 
has shown herself to be such a con- 
summate artist in “A Cure of Souls,” 
“Anne Severn and the Fieldings,” 
and “Arnold Waterlow,” that she has 
led her reader to expect something 
which “Far End” cannot give. The 
hero, an eminent novelist, betrays his 
egotism by every act and word. Hilda, 
his wife, seldom living, but 
the typist, the apex of the triangle, 
is a real being of flesh and blood— 
mostly flesh. The understanding 
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widow who takes her place at the 


apex is also well drawn although 
lightly sketched. In fact, the author 
has told her story with such strict 


economy that she has given us very 
little meat on the bones of it. This 
book will find its admirers, but those 
ot us who always expect something 
iresh and unusual from May Sinclair 
will lay it down with a slight feeling 
of disappointment and not experience 
the usual strong desire to take it up 
again. 

Far End is the name of the 
house where Christopher and Hilda 
have been happy early in their mar- 
ried life, and to which they return 
for healing and repose. The house 
is a real character and is beautifully 
pictured, in spite of the hideous jacket 
put upon it bv the publishers. After 
looking at the vivid red cottage under 
a black tree against a purple sky, and 
its chimney resembles an 
Indian totem pole, it is difficult to 
visualize the “golden wails and mouse 
grey stone that the author 
would have us see. Besides, I refuse 
to believe that Hilda, in spite of her 
shortcomings, was a Dutch doll wear- 
ing red sabots and red woollen 
stockings over wooden legs as the 
artist would lead us to believe.

"Tis Forty Years Since 


“The War Trail of Big Bear” by Wil- 
liam Bleasdell Cameron; Ryerson 
Press, Toronto; 256 pages, with maps 
and portraits; ¢2.

THE Riel Rebelion, as it was 


commonly called, is vividly pre- 
sented in this narrative by one who 
survived the famous Frog Lake 


massacre. The vastness of the con- 
flict in the Great War has somewhat 





obscured our local disturbances :—and 
vet it is well that we should not 
forget those upheavals in our own 


country which ultimately made for a 
better understanding of racial issues. 
There are not many Fenian Raid 
veterans left in Canada; but there 
are many living citizens who went 
out to quell the revolt on the Sask- 
atchewan in the spring of 1885. This 
volume is the story of the connection 
of “Big Bear and other Cree Indian 
chiefs and their followers with the 
Canadian North-West Rebellion of 
1885, the Frog Lake Massacre, and 
events leading up to and following 
it. and of two months’ imprisonment 
in the camp of the Hostiles.” 

Mr. Cameron tells his story in a 
simple and graphic style, evoking 
sympathy for the child-like, easily-led 
Indians, but not minimizing the 
ghastliness of the massacre, whereby 
a thriving little settlement was 
destroyed and several worthy pioneers 
put to death. The writer contents 
himself with telling the story of the 
uprising and does not go too deeply 
into the cause. He leaves the reader 
with a horror of the cruel attack 
upon the helpless little band at Frog 
Lake; yet there is an understanding 
of the young “braves” who saw 
their lands in possession of the white 


invaders and who had no comprehen- 


sion of the white man’s laws. Mr. 
Cameron tel!s the tale of the massacre 
tersely and dramatically with a reali- 
zation, even after forty years, of the 
terrors of that April day. Nine of 
the settlers of that district were slain 
in the massacre, two of them priests 
who had been celebrating mass. 
[masees, the second son of Big Bear, 
was instigator of the crime, and 
Wandering Spirit was an accomplice. 
The notorious half-breed, Louis Riel, 
was the master spirit of the revolt, 


as he had been the leader in 1870 
when Thomas Scott was murdered in 
Winnipeg. Judging from the portrait 
of Imasees reproduced in this volume, 
he was a brutal and  blood-thirsty 
villain. For his deeds and the outrages 
of other conspirators the Crees should 
not be held responsible, as most of 
them were appalled by the tragedy at 
Frog Lake. This is a well-tald story 
of an ancient wrong, which ends in 
a picture of peace as the memorial is 
unveiled on a beautiful June day in 
1925. 


Psycho-Analysis With Humor 


“The Romantic Comedians” by Ellen 
Glasgow; Gundy, Toronto; 346 pages;

ENIUS is so hackneyed a 

that one hesitates to use it when 
a book arouses real enthusiasm; but 
it is difficult to avoid the word and 
still show oneself properly grateful 
to Ellen Glasgow for the entertain- 
ment she has provided in her latest 
novel. Waiving, therefore, the prob- 
lem of the fitting epithet, let it be 
said that she has proved herself a 
novelist of the first rank. She has 
drawn her characters with lines as 
sure and as necessary as an etcher's. 
She has dissected them as skilfully 
as a surgeon. And in no place does 
her technique interfere with the 
interest of her story. 

Psycho-analysis has figured in so 
тапу recent novels that readers are 
inclined to curse the names of Freud 
and Jung, and with justice, when an 
otherwise readable book is over- 
loaded with a mass of clinical details 
that transform it into an inaccurate 
alienist's text-book. That fault is 
absent from this novel, vet the book 
is a fine example of applied psycho- 
analysis. Ellen Glasgow rightly uses 
it as an instrument, not as a theme, 
and at the same time relieves the 
uncanny accuracy of her observations 
by a pervasive, sympathetic humor. 

Judge Gamaliel Bland Honeywell 
is the leading comedian of the troupe. 
A gentleman of the old school, 


term 
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wealth, a distinguished 
appearance, and a sound legal reputa- 
tion, he is a leading citizen in a small 
Virginian town. At the time the story 
opens, a year aíter the death of his 
wife, Cordelia, has terminated a 
perfectly suitable marriage which he 
has almost perfectly endured for 
thirty-six years, he is annoyed by only 
three things. The rejuvenating spring 
has spoiled the sincerity of his mourn- 
ing; all Queenborough society is

possessing 
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Edmonia, although his twin, is the 
direct opposite of the Judge in 
character. In her youth, when moral- 
ity, in the restricted sense, was a 
really serious affair, a scandal had 
forced her to leave the town. Since 
then she has been living abroad and 
has learned much of men from her 
four husbands and numerous lovers. 

Edmonia, who respects no reticences, 
attempts to advise her brother first, 
to cease his mourning, and secondly, 
to marry Amanda. The spring has 
made the former counsel unnecessary, 
although she does not yet know it. 
As for the latter—‘“it was positively 
amazing to him that Edmonia should 
have lived to her present age without 
acquiring the good taste which, like 
dyspepsia, was hereditary in the 
Honeywell family.” The advice simply 
crystallizes his growing opposition to 
doing what the town expects. In his 
youthful frame of mind he sees no 
attraction in an elderly spinster. His 
desire, at first unconscious, is for a 
wife who is as young as he feels. 

He finds her in Annabel Upchurch, 
a poor relation of Cordelia’s. Annabel, 
who has been disappointed in love 
and is tired of genteel poverty, 
marries him in a rather cynical mood. 
Before she does so she asks Amanda 
whether she still wants him, but 
Amanda, product of a generation 
when ladies kept their feelings to 
themselves, lies. 

The remainder of the book deals 
with the clashing of the two tempera- 
ments. The inevitable vounger man 
appears and Annabel runs away with 
him. The Judge follows and tries in 
vain to persuade her to return — a 
scene in which the author brines out 
all the pathos with a wonderful 
restraint. Illness follows his return 
kome, but after a week in bed he is 
recovered enough to admire the move- 
ments of his pretty young nurse 
around the sick-room. “There, sym- 
pathetic and young, obeying her 
feminine instinct in every exquisite 
gesture, was the woman he ought to 
have married.” Returning to the note 
of comedy, the book ends. “ ‘Spring 
is here,’ he thought dreamily. ‘Spring 
is here, and I am feeling almost as 
young as I felt last vear’.”

Beginning with 'Chaucer's Prioress, 
whose table manners we are called 
upon to admire and ending rather ab- 
ruptly with the factory women of the 
early 19th century, the authors des- 
cribe intimately the life of women of 
all classes, their education, their cloth- 
ing, their work, their influence, and 
the opinion men held of them. It is 
an absorbing volume. The women 
live and breathe before us. Our 
muscles ache in sympathy with Eli:- 
abeth Pepys and her serving maid 
who began their fortnightly laundry 
about two Monday morning and often 
did not finish until after midnight. 
We shiver in company with the 
French ladies who wore damp dresses 
the better to display their figures. The 
modern fashion of short hair has a 
new value when Lydia Melfort de- 
clares, “I was not above six hours 
under the hands of the hair-dresser, 
who stuffed my hair with as much 
black wool as would have made a 
quilted petticoat.” We no longer en- 
tertain pity for Anne of Den- 
mark, wife of James I. Even if James 
was as didactic and loquacious in 
dealing with his wife as he was in 
dealing with his parliaments, a woman 
whose hobby was making dresses 
over, with Elizabeth’s wardrobe of 
two thousand at her disposal had some 
compensations for being married to 
“the wisest fool in Christendom.” 

From diaries, letters, household ac- 
counts, books, and periodicals of the 
period the authors have chosen illum- 
inating extracts and diverting illustra- 
tions with rare discrimination. The 
frontispiece is typical, “The Deb- 
utante Invited to Make Her Choice 
Between Virtue and Vice.” The fac- 
similes of advertisements are amusing, 
especially the naive preamble, “I 
have undertaken to advertise all 
sorts of things that are honor- 
able and what follows is not other- 
wise and I am well paid for it.” An- 
other facsimile gives the following 
“Advice to Ladies,” “If you have blue 
eyes, languish. If black, leer. If 
you have good teeth, laugh now and 
then. If they are bad, you must only 
simper.” 

This book should have a wide ap- 
peal. The vivid intimate accounts will 
delight students of literature and his- 
tory. The modern woman, tired by 
the complexities of present-day exist- 
ence, will emerge from a perusal of 
this volume with a sense of satisfac- 
tion with her lot. She will appreciate 
to the full the degree of emancipation 
her sex has achieved. When she reads 
of the industry and versatility de- 
manded of “The Compleate House- 
wife” of the 16th century, of the 
forced seclusion of fine ladies “who 
were put up, so to speak, for the 
winter as bicycles used to be", of 
the recipes requiring thirty-two in-

Mr. Ford Tells the World 


“Today and Tomorrow” by Henry 
Ford in collaboration with Samuel 
op meri Gundy, Toronto; 273 pages; 
$3.50.

HE librarian hesitating whether to 

classify Henry Ford’s “Today 
and Tomorrow" as biography or 
political economy will make no mis- 
ќаке іп спсоѕіпе the latter. While 
it is a sequel to “My Life and Work” 
(also written in collaboration with 
Samuel Crowther), and continues the 
narrative of Mr. Ford’s amazing car- 
eer, it is very much more than that. 

Much ot the complaint against 
political economists—some of it voic- 
ed on occasion by Mr. Ford himself, 
—is that they deal too much in 
theories. They are not practical busi- 
ness men. 

This complaint, at least, cannot be 
successfully maintained against Henry 
Ford. He advances plenty of theories, 
'tis true, but he immediately proceeds 
to demonstrate them out of the wealth 
of his own experience. 

In these days when every aggrega- 
tion of organized self-seekers is prat- 
ing about “service”, mere mention of 
the term is likely to create suspicion. 
Yet service is the key-note of Henry 
Ford’s philosophy. On page 156 he 
gives his definition: “Service is the 
low-cost production of high-grade 
goods, made by well-paid labor, and 
manufactured and distributed at a 
profit.” 

His book tells in detail what is 
compressed in that phrase. 

Ford has reduced the cost of mo- 
tor car production to such a point 
that, pound for pound, the Ford tour- 
ing car now sells for less than beef- 
steak. Yet he pays the highest aver- 
age wages in the world. And he 
claims—and no one denies—that he 
makes a fair profit. 

On the face of such a record his 
industrial opinions are worth while. 

It might be said—as sometimes it 
is: “He entered a new field in a rich, 
prosperous country. He has a mon- 
opoly and could not duplicate his suc- 
cess in another line of endeavor”. But 
he has. He operates a railroad, glass 
factories, coal mines, iron mines, 
steamships, saw mills and various 
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he employs the same methods and de- 
rives similar results. 

His book is an indictment of pres- 
ent-day management in industry. 

Henry Ford has little veneration 
for tradition. That a thing has 
hitherto been done in a certain man- 
ner seems to him to be the very rea- 
son why it should henceforth be done 
in some other way. His successes 
in devising improved methods and 
eliminating lost motion and waste 
make interesting reading. 

“Today and Tomorrow” is recom- 
mended to complacent captains of in- 
dustry—the more complacent the 
better. 


A Modern Messiah 


“Harmer John’ by Hugh Walpole; 
Doran, Toronto; 411 pages; $2

HAT human nature will repeat 
itself through the ages in_relation 
to a Christ-like attitude from any of 
God's creatures, is the underlying 
theme of this most human, and yet 
most spiritually symbolic of Hugh 
Walpole’s books laid in the shadow 
of the Cathedral. For Harmer John, 
appearing in the little English town 
of his mother’s birth—a Norse god 
of physical perfection, spiritual 
simplicity and blundering sincerity. 
runs the entire allegorical gamut of 
Christ’s experience. 

First with his doctrine of physical 
and mental health, conscious only of 
the goodness of life, he finds himself 
received into the hearts of every 





faction of the town’s varying society. 
He begins classes in physical culture 
in which the populace from the green 
grocer to the Cathedral choir join; he 
wins the patronage of even that 
rotund | modern  pharisee, Canon 
Bronder; he becomes affianced to the 
prettiest girl in Seatown. Yet always 
behind his work and love is beating 
the insistent urge of that puissant 
idealism which is to overwhelm him 
eventually in a surge of conflict. His 
dream that this town at the foot of 
the Cathedral might become a Utopia 
—its squalling slums abolished, its 
people straight and kind, becomes 
the consuming passion of his life. 
His trust that one or two may see 
as he sees, and that together they may 
work out something great and good 
is his reiterated credo. In his blunt 
and single-minded sincerity, he 
unconsciously creates many enmities. 
In his friendship for the bluff Tom 
Longstaff and his gallant but morally 
outlawed daughter, in his occasional 
visits to the vile slums where his 
unsolicited treatment of ailing child- 
ren is regarded as little short of 
miraculous, and last in his outspoken 
denunciation of the conditions of the 
poor—he brings down upon his head 
the furious jealousy of his fiancee, 
the ignorant hatred of the hoodlum 
population, the revenge of interested

politicians, and the indignation of the 
comfortably irresponsible townsfolk. 

In the wreck of his practical life, 
he still clings to the sustaining vision 
of service and beauty. Despite all 
the urging of his few remaining 
friends that he leave Seatown, he 
continues in the determination to 
work out his mission of salvation. 
Living in the slums, he defies the 
hatred of suspicious gangsters and 
the more dangerous machinations of 
"men higher up.” It is in the act of 
comforting a dying,  fear-ridden 
crone, that he is seized bv a mob, and 
thrown all but lifeless into the sea. 

Yet in the tragic futility of such 
an end, the very circumstances of 
his death bring about a regeneration 
in the minds of Seatown. The slums 
are destroved—and like a myth, the 
story of his sojourn in their midst 
lingers in the hearts of the towns- 
people toward the ends for which he 
worked. 

And so the saga of Hjalmar 
Johansen or “Harmer John” as he 
was first good humoredly nick-named 
by the English country-folk, con- 
cludes in a triumph as piteous but as 
far-reaching in its limited sphere as 
the martyrdom óf Calvary. 


The Unheroic West 


‘‘Mantrap”’ by Sinclair Lewis; McLeod, 
Toronto; 308 pages; $2

DARK doubt is said still to lurk in 


many a better mind concerning 
the worth of Sinclair Lewis and his 
works. Although in “Main Street” a 
social condition common to Anglo- 
North America was set forth with 
startling distinctness, and in “Babbit” 
a new continental type was isolated 
for the first time successfully—and 
both these accomplished so well that 
“Main Street” and. “Babbit” have 
become descriptive clichés through- 
out the English speaking world— 
there are many who grow querulous 
when he is discussed. 

He can write, ves. True, his 
powers of observation are marvelous. 
But, after all, will he live, is he Art? 
That is, in the better sense of the 
word? 

I don’t know. But what I am very 
positive about is that he has made 
Main Street and George F. Babbit 
live, and that this ability to breathe 
new life into familiar, unseen things 
is not an attribute of the camera. 
Lewis is no mere recorder. He is 
something more than a_ super-roto- 
gravure section. 

His popular success made many 
suspicious of him; others distrusted 
his facility; and many a social and 
business fundamentalist held him to 
be a plain, uninspired liar. Most of 
the latter rate 100% in some form of 
mendacious intolerance. 

His last book, “Mantrap,” has 
brought disappointment to even stal- 
wart admirers, I have heard. To me 
it brought unalloyed joy. It is a less 
intense study than any of his three 
famous books, and it is pitched in a 
new satirical key. In it for the first 
time you seem to hear Lewis, himself, 
laughing. 

The story is a simple one. Stringer, 
Grey, Curwood, Conner might have 
thought of it. A fastidious New York 
lawyer goes on a fishing trip in 
Northern Manitoba with an acquaint- 
ance who makes a major God of 
discomfort in the wilds. The lawyer 
is rescued by a trader named Jo who 
sleeps in pyjamas and wears rubbers 
when it is wet. He falls in love with 
the trader's wife, and when she 
insists upon him taking her out with

An Alberta Novel 


“New Furrows” by Flos Jewell Wil- 
liams; Graphic, Ottawa; 303 pages; $2.

"THIS is a story of the soil A 

Jeleian family migrate to Canada 
just before the war, settle on a farm 
in sight of the Alberta foothills, and 
receive their first taste of hail and 
drought with all the  unadvertised 
variations of life in the New World. 
Marie Fourchette, the refined and 
beautiful daughter in a sordid home 
—a biological anomaly explained later 
—is the central figure, with Tom 
Canning, a debauchee, and Grange 
Houtain, a fine specimen of the 
Mounted Police, the rivals for her 
affections. 

The scaffolding of the plot, at first 
sight, gives the appearance of a 
construction designed for Romance, 
but before long we are faced with a 
picture where the conflicts are grip- 
pingly wrought out under the ironic 
formula of a realist. The story is 
alive with incident, and the plot, 
notwithstanding that it has to carry 
the happenings of several years, is 
compact with an interest that 
leaves one guessing at consequences. 
Nothing is dragged into the narrative 
that does not spring out of the natural 
treatment of the theme. Immigration 
problems that crop up here and there 
are presented by dramatis personae in 
action on the prairies. 

The dialogue is skilfully handled, 
except in two or three places where 
Marie tests credibility by imagery and 
speech that would daze a Mercutio. 
Her comparison of her own moods 
with a garden of vegetables is a 
delightful fantasy which might easily 
spring from the author’s brilliance, 
but scarcely from Marie, despite her 
accredited vocabulary. But the con- 
versation in the critical, staccato 
moments becomes vivid, terse and 
authentic. 

The sense of background is one of 
the vital qualities of the book. There 
are some descriptions superb in color 
and movement. Nature is not merelv 
identifed with soil and climate invit 
ing and resisting the human hand. It 

that, of course, in part, for much

N INTELIVIGIENT Russian, sud 

denly projected into the daily life 
of an American family, finds that he 
cannot penetrate “this damned Amer 
ican privacy.”

If only these people would talk, he 
argues, if only they allow 
themselves to be caught up by their 
emotions, how much happier they 
would be.

ANOTHER MANITOBAN SCORES 


“Young Folk, Old Folk” by Constance 
Travers Sweatman; Allen, Toronto; 304 
pages, $2.

HE author of this novel is the wife 
of a prominent lawyer of Winni- 
peg, Mr. Travers Sweatman. She has 
called her story “a novel of the younger 
set.” Perhaps these facts will commend 
her to a large number of people who 
read the society columns of SATURDAY 
NIGHT, but let me hasten to assure 
those who expect little or nothing of 
interest or distinction in a story by a 
new Winnipeg writer, or any western 
writer for that matter, especially 
when social conditions form its theme, 
that Mr. Sweatman’s first novel has 
been received with “hosannas”’ (I use 
his word) by a New York “Times” 
reviewer and by other good judges in 
the jaded East. “Young Folk, Old Folk” 
is not, however, as far as the setting 
goes, a Western Canadian story. The 
scene is laid in St. Paul, Minnesota, 
but the characters are typical of family 
life in the homes of the well-to-do 
here, there, and everywhere in America. 
The plot is decidedly original. It 
relates the events which follow a 
sudden decision of Maxine Jerome, a 
22-year-old brunette, to marry her 
fiancee, Teddy Bayne. Bayne, however, 
has to bind himself not to tell anyone 
about the secret marriage until Maxine 


gives him permission. She wishes to 
be a married woman, but, as she has 
heen pampered all her life, she hates 


to say farewell to her luxurious home, 
and submit to the drudgery of house- 
keeping in her husband’s modest flat. 
Her troubles begin when her father, 
prosperous, good-natured Henry  Jer- 
ome, awakens to his responsibilities as 
father, and issues a ukase that Maxine 
and her sixteen-year-old sister, 
must be home early every night. <As 
Maxine is obliged to have a confederate 
who will remove the chain from the 
front door after her father is asleep, 
she has to entrust her secret to her 
vivacious but truthful young sister. 
Rut the father spoils her campaign of 
deception by discovering that she із 
keeping late hours. Complications 
ensue with ever-increasing coils until 
the denouement. 

The characters in this story are 
really alive. Тһе stormy, petulant 
Maxine is set over against her easy 
going mother and her jolly sister 
Jerry is one of the most engaging girl 
characters I have met in recent fiction.

HISTORY IN A SPRIGHTLY SETTING 


English Life in the Middle Ages, by L. F. 
Salzman; Oxford University Press, Tor 
onto; 287 pages; Illustrated; $2.50.

THE reader who approaches this book 

in the belief that he is ahout to he 
edifled by much learned information js 
destined for disappointment. Tt is 
true the author states that this is a 
text-book for students who are not 
already experts in the matters treated 
of: that his purpose is to stimulate 
interest as well as to satisfy it, nn: 
above all to indicate the way to a 
fuller knowledge of mediaeval history. 
‘Therefore, it comes as a distinct sur- 
prise to discover the volume to be in 
reality a delightful picture-book, every 
page almost enlivened with well-chosen 
reproductions from mediaeval 
scripts taken from British, French and 
Flemish sources. The letter press 
moreover, is written in a sprightly, 
even witty style, as fascinating to the 
casual reader as an historical romanoc». 
It is as unlike the old-fashioned text- 
book as anything could be, yet for all 
its gaiety, it is à sound and useful 
piece of work. The thirteen chapters 
cover such topics as town, country and 
home life, the church and religion, 
education, literature, art and science, 
warfare, law and order, industry, 
women and wayfaring while a final 
section is devoted to a list of books 
bearing more fully on all the above 
topics. 

For lack of space to quote 
sively, a few sentences from the 
cpening chapter must suffice. “Human 
nature was very much the same in the 
middle ages as it is now; few of us 
are at our brightest and best before 
breakfast, and it is pleasant to find a 
writer in the 12th century saying of 
one of the Norman  conquerors of 
Treland, ‘this man was such that in 
the morning he was peevish and 
irritable, but after eating, generous and 
gzood-tempered to all’.”’. Thus, as Mr. 
Salzman points out, there is no need 
for us to picture mediaeval men and 
women as saints or devils. They were 
human flesh and blood, “most remark- 
ably like you!" as Kipling put it.

Mr. Buchan 
concludes that the revolutionary atti- 
tude is proper for youth, and the 
conservative proper, and inevitable, for 
maturity. Curiosity about the unfamil- 
iar usually becomes less with advancing 
vears—thus far Mr. Buchan is right; 
but that this tendency is fitting and 
inevitable is difficult to believe. There 
are people beyond the age of fifty who 
read the poetry of Carl Sandburg and 
who are curious about the new 
psychology—and one feels they are 
choicer spirits for that very reason. 





NOVEL ABOUT MEXICO IS A 
SPLENDID ACHIEVEMENT 


“Tampico” by Joseph  Hergesheimer; 
Macmillan, Toronto; 328 pages; $2.50.

F YOU are the sort of person who 

belongs, mentally, in a country with 
a gold standard, then Tampico will 
nave for you none of the thril and 
subtle satisfactions it so engagingly 
offers the cosmopolite and the adven- 
turous. For it transports vou to a land 
where the issues of life are wholly 
unpredictable, and life itself is 
anything but secure. 

Mr. Hergesheimer has done for us a 
portrait of Mexico, in oil; for it is with 
the vexed affairs of the Alianza Oil 
Company, operating in that dificult and 
resentful land, that Tampico ostensibly 
concerns itself. There is a colorful 
background of tangled monte and busy 
terminal, blue Gulf and endless pipe 
lines, unbelievable treachery and never-

HIS is Hamlin Garland's third novel 

of the Middle Border. Like its 
predecessors it is history.

A GREAT NOVEL 


“The Two Sisters” by H. E. Bates; Vik- 
ing Press, New York; $2.

STARTED reading “The Two Sis- 

ters" and for four hours I read on 
enchanted by this product of a twenty- 
vear-old author. Once in a decade an 
artist—a poet with the divine gift is 
born. Such, if I mistake not, is H. E. 
Bates. This novel is sheer poetry, of 
such beauty as to send me back to it 
next morning as soon as I had awak- 
ened. Bates has the Conrad gift; the 
same melancholy and poetic art of 
expression, and in this tale of two 
sisters—one a dreamer, the other 
irresponsible and  pleasure-loving, he 
had done something that, if he follows 
his star, will place him among the 
highest in the ranks of English 
literature.

be books written as the result of 


observation, which recall and convey the 
emotion after it has sunk into the mind. 


For “Pleasure in Outdoor Nature" 
Lord Grey says the first requisite is 
to take a book along; and in discussing 
“Recreation” affirms: “Books are 
the greatest and most satisfactory 
recreation." 

The other important aspect of his 
book—talks on song-birds and delight- 
ful. reminiscences of Col. Roosevelt I 
must pass over — is his faith in 
democratic institutions, and feeling that 
fascism is much the same sort of 
retrogression as bolshevism: 

Under democratic representative gov- 
ernment we are enjoying the greatest 
amount of personal liberty that has ever 
been enjoyed in any country. ... This 
asset of personal liberty is so great. that 
whatever shortcomings there may be in 
the present system, I prefer the ills of 
the present to the ills of any other sys- 
tem which would impose new and strin- 
gent restrictions on personal liberty. 

The danger of democracy is lack of pub- 
lic interest in public questions. 

He believes that the remedy for the 
evils of democracy is adult university

But he continues—‘When we consider the 
effects of moderate drinking, the work done prior to the 
present study will not so well withstand criticism. The 
evidence is indirect, inferential, and not probative—‘‘that 
is, it cannot be proved.” 

Mr. Fisher denies the existence of the moderate 
drinker. There is no such person! So-called moderate 
drinking.” he writes, “merely means moderate intoxica- 
tion. A mild drinker denics that he is drunk if he does 
not stagger. But a man who has drunk one glass of beer 
is one-glass-of-beer drunk.”

Called in India the Lady 
of the Golden Heart

том that historic county, immortalized not only by 
the deeds of many of its sons, but by the pen of 
Kipling—the land where nearly a thousand years ago, 
Norman and Saxon met in fierce conflict—came the great 
family of which the wife of our new Governor-General. 
Her Excellency Lady Willingdon, is a member. It was 
in Sussex that she was born and bred, the third and 
youngest living daughter of Lord Brassey, first earl of th 
name, and of that Lady Brassey, whose adventures in the 
Sunbeam have been so eloquently recorded by herself. At 
Normanhurst, the family residence, which is situated in a 
commanding position from which may be seen far out the 
blue waters of the Channel, she grew up in an atmosphere 
surcharged with the “breath of an ancient chivalry,” and 
redolent with the fragrance of memories that have served 
to make the glory of England. 
Her ancestry on her father’s side is of Norman origin 
a de Bracey or de Bresci, a noble cadet, having followed 
William the Conqueror to England. It is fitting, then. 
that her home should have been in that county and 
actually at that historic point, “Battle,” called “the grave 
ot the pride and glory of England," where the Saxons 
under the intrepid leadership of Harold, went down before 
the not more courageous but more progressive Normans 
in a defeat that, paradoxically, proved to be for the 
English race a larger victory, in that England actually 
did absorb into her being the qualities of a race that, in 





many ways, differed profoundly from the Saxons—a 
“difference” that has been well expressed by Kipling in 
the lines— 

“The Saxon is not like us Normans. His manners ar« 

not so polite. 

But he never means anything serious till he talks 

about justice and right." 

Like Sir Richard Dalvngridge, a knight of the Con 
queror’s army in Kip'ing’s Puck stories, the Norman 
ancestor of Lady Willingdon might have exclaimed
